AERONAUTICS 

Started  at  Brevard  College  in  September,  1940.  as  the  Civilian  Pilot  Training  Program,  this  work  was 
offered  to  students  on  a  part-time  basis.  Recently  it  has  been  changed  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  War 
Training  Service  to  meet  the  war-time  demands  for   flight  instructors  and  transport  pilots. 

The  ground  school  course  consists  at  the  present  time  of  240  hours  of  study  in  specified  courses.  Flight 
training  is  given  at  Meyer  Flying   Service   in   Hendersonville. 

The  program,  organized  under  the  able  supervision  of  G.  W.  Campbell,  coordinator  and  instructor,  has 
graduated  a  total  of  more  than  one  hundred  pilots  for  advanced  training  with  the  Armv  and  Navy.
